The London School of Economics and Political Science is a public research 
institution located in London. It began in 1895. According to a recent study, 
LSE had the highest level of "world-driving" exploration among British 
colleges. However, it is ranked 27th in the Times Higher Education World 


University Rankings 2022 and 49th in the OS World University Rankings for 


2022. The London School of Economics has one of the lowest dropout rates 
in the UK and has produced 16 writers and scholars who have won the 


Nobel Prize in economics. It is an 8.9% acceptance rate.
